PACKERS HOIST. 
COST OF MEATS 


Reduction in Price of Beef on 
the Hoof Followed by Ad- 
vance to Retailers, 


QUEER, DEALER DECLARES 


oe 

Sunday beef roasts purchased today will 
cost Chicago housewives 1% to 2 cents a 
pound more than a week ago, as the result 
of an advance in wholesale prices by packers 
yesterday. They may.derive some solace 
from the fact that boiling beef shows no 
increase in cost, while round steak and ham- 
burger are only \ to % centa pound higher 
than a week ago, but even then, they will 
have to exercise care, as the market Ts said 
to be flooded with frozen beef, purchased last 
fall, and put on sale during the last few 
days. 

The advance made in wholesale prices yes- 
terday was the second this week. The first 
came when beef steers sold at the Union 
stockyards at the highest price of tm year, 
and the high cost of the hoof was given as 
the reason for the increase in prites. 


Cattle Recede; Meats Advance. 

Since then prices of cattle at the stockyards 
have receded 26 to 75 cents a hundred pounds, 
and receipts of cows, steers, and heifers have 
been so large that packers claimed they could 
not find space tn their cooling rooms for the 
dressed carcasses. 

When apprised of the upturn In wholesale 
prices of dressed beef, a live stock commis- 
sion man expressed surprise and gaid there 
would be more cattle left unsold, to be car- 
ried over for Monday's market, than in any 
previous week in a long time, They re- 
mained, he said, because packers said their 
coolers were full of beef and they could not 
find room for any more. 


Sheep Receipts Increase, 

Bheep and lamb receipta for the week 
showed an imcrease of nearly 20,000*head, 
but most of them were slaughtered and put 
into coolers, and the supply of Greased mut- 
ton on the market was held down to small 
proportions in order to keep prices from go- 
ing lower with the reduced cost of live ani- 
mals. 

New prices issued by packers yesterday 
made the wholesale cost of No, 1 beef ribs 
16% cents & pound, as contragted with 15 
cents a week ago. Loing were advanced to 
18% cents, against 16% cents. No. 2 grades 
of ribs and bins also showed gains of 144@20 
@ pound, at 36 cents and 17% cents, respect- 
ively, but No. 8 ribs were unchenged at 11 
cents a pound and No, 8 loins were only 4% 
cent higher, at 13% centa.

Thrasher also made public a 
statement Mr. Barnes read to Chief Me- 
Weeny and Assistant Corporation Counsel

Here’s the Statement. 

The statement reads as follows: 

Since the first day of May we have 
listed in our office more than 150 places 
where immorality of one sort or another 
is permitted in open defiance of law. 
We reported to the mayor and the chief 
of police sixty-two cases where our in- 
vestigators revealed this vice traffic to be 
more or less established and permanent 
and where they secured corroborative 
evidence on from two to four different 
dates and with from one to five wit- 
nesses. 

Our investigations lead us to believe 
there are very few houses of prostitu- 
tion or assignation, disorderly saloona, 
or immoral dance halls which are not 
known to the police. It seems evident, 
therefore, that it lies within the power 
of the police department to rid the city 
of this evil in ite worst form. 

. From all that we are able to learn it 

also appears that the mayor could and 

should revoke a large number of saloon 
licenses where these immoral practices 
are being carried on, 

Mr. Ross said a report would be made to 
Mayor Harrison. It is expected he will 
report directly to Corporation Counsel Sex- 
ton, who is in Springfield, and that Mr. Sex- 
ton will report to the mayor. The mayor has

Springfield, Ill, June 20.—({Special.]—The 
constitutional convention resolution was lost 
in the house at midmight. The vote was 80 
to 41. It needed 102 to win. 

The United Societies management on the 
ground refused to permit*the Chicago ‘‘wets” 
to vote for it. This element was supported 
ably by Lee O’ Neil, Browne, who denounced 
the plan as a schéme to have a newspaper- 
bossed convention. 

Representative E. J. King of Galesburg, 
leader of the anti-initiative and referendum 
element, was another lieutenant. 

A few votes were withheld by the dis- 
gruntled crowd which failed to get the reve- 
nue amendment over. 

There were twenty-two absentees, enough 
in themeelves to have won for the resolution. 


a 

Chicago “Wets” Against Resolution. 

The contingent from Chicago and down- 
state which responds on every roll call to or- 
ders from Peoria and from the headquarters 
of the United Societies, voted in a block in 
the negative. As the roll call was ending 
and Representative Zolla was attempting to 
speak, no one could be heard in the uproar 
of catcalls and imprecationms from certain 
Chicago members. 

The state administration, as had been ex- 
pected, was against the resolution, as was 
disclosed by the attitdde of Representative 
Igoe, who fiercely attacked the resolution 
from the floor. 

The Progressives voted solidly for the reso- 
lution, The bulk of the Republicans were 
with it. Nearly all of the Hubbard-Huston 
Democrats voted aye and the detachment 
of downstate wets who follow the lead of 
Representative Karch of Belleville stood for 
the proposition. 


_ . Shanahan Battles for Measure. 

Representative Shanahan and the element 
in the Republican side which lines up with 
him did all that was possible in the face of 
the desperate opposition. 

Speaker McKinley had the resolution called 
up immediately after the public utilities bil 
had been disposed of. He voted for the reso- 
lution. 

Representative King made the first speech 
against the resolution. 

Lee O’Neill Browne admitted that there is 
plenty of necessity for a convention, but that 
this move had been generated by yellow 
newspapers and that a convention now would 
be filled with “ frenzied fools’ “ dictated to 
by .yellow newspapers.”’ 


Adjournment Demands Overruled. 

During the frequently interrupted roll call 
Representative Benjamin Mitchell of Chicago 
held his watch on the house and promptly at 
midnight declared that the legislative day 
was done and demanded that the house cease 
work. His demand was overruled by Sepaker 
McKinley. 

Then as Zolla started to explain his vote a 
group of thirty or forty Democrats and Re- 
publicans gave three cheers and a tiger yell 
at the conclusion of each sentence. 

Representative Medili McCormick made the 
principal argument for the resolution. Rep- 
resentative Burres of Champaign joined him. 

* The blame for the defeat of the resolution 
for a constitutional convention must rest on 
the absenteds and the Dunne men, who did 
not vote at all,’ said Mr. McCormick after 
the-vOte Was taken. 


FIVE SCHOOL CHILDREN SLAIN 
BY CRAZED BREMEN-TEACHER. 


Twenty-two Other Persons Wounded 
by Madman—Overpowered by Po- 
lice, Who Fight Off Mob, 


BREMEN, June 20.—Three schoolchildren 
are dead, five others and a teacher are per- 
haps mortally injured. and fourteen ad- 
ditional children and two men more or less 
seriously wounded as the result of a mad 
man with automatic pistols running amuck 
in a Catholic school here today. 

The murderer is a young head teacher 
named Schmidt, who had heen without em- 
ployment for some months. 

Entering the school corridor this morning, 
Schmidt, without warning, fired upon and 
wounded the woman teacher. Then, with an 
automatic pistol in each hand, he entered a 
class room, where the little girls were at 
their studies, and opened fire upon them. 

The lunatic finally was overpowered, but 
not before he had been badly injured by a 
crowd of enraged people which was attracted 
to the school house by the shooting. The 
police were compelled to use their sabres 
in order to protect the murderer from the 
mob. 

Ten atitomatic pistols were found in 
Schmidt's pockets. Most of these had been 


' fired until their chambers were empty.

Results of the Session. 

In casting up the results of the legislation 
since the Forty-eighth session began it is 
doubtful if Gov.

The appropriations of the session amount 
to $38,000,000 as compared with $29,000,000 
in the last session of the Deneen administra- 
tion. This condition is grigvous to the friends 
of Gov. Dunne, but it is admitted generally 
that the increase could not be helped. The 
governor may reduce these figures somewhat 
but there will not be a great whittling. 

The governor has lost the initjative and ref- 
erendum, the tax commission bill, and the 
essential features which he wanted in the 
public utilities bill and the bill authorizing 
public ownership of public utilities. He does 
not get the Jegislative bureau which he ad- 
vocated. 

He does get a reorganized rivers and lakes 
commission, a reorganized Aish and game de- 
partment, a civil service bill to his liking, and 
‘most of the minor legislation he urged in 
his inaugural address. ‘

House Passes Three Senate Bills Per- 
mitting Vote in 1914—Make 
Change in Primary Law. 


Springfield, Ill., June 20.—[Special.]—The 
house this afternoon passed the three senate 
bills necessary to permit the direct election 
of United States senators in conformance 
with the recently adopted amendment to the 
federal constitution. They will be signed by 
the governor and become effective in two 
}cars, when the contest for Senator L. Y.- 
Shefman's seat will be held. 

The general state election law is amended 
by senate bill 372 to provide for the election of 
United Siates senators in connection with the 
regular state officers. 

A companion measure—senate bill 419— 
@:nends the act governing cities having elec- 
‘ion commissions so as to provide for the 
canvassing of the senatoria! vote. : 

The third bill, senate bill 373, changes the 
Primary election law so that the advisory 
vote federal senator is not advisory, but a 
direct nomination, as in the case of the state 
officers. 

Senator Magill is anxious that a trial of the 
Primary rotation scheme be made before he 
is generally condemned for omitting the shift 
of names in every precinct. He thinks the re- 
form is etillin an experimental! stage, and the 
trial in 1914 will show the defects and permit 
alterations at the following legislative ses- 
sion. 

The house concurred in the senate amend- 
ments to the primary election law by 125 to 6 
The conference Committee made practically 
no. change. 

This eliminates the rotation of names from 
all,except state officers, and in their case by 
senatorial districts instead of by precinct. 

The. bill .also permits cities under 20,000 
to ¥oie from under the provisions by referen- 
dum, and to file nominations by petition.

STOCK SCHEME BILL BEATEN 
AFTER ATTACK BY SENATOR. 


Keller Measure for Co-operative Socie- 
ties, Ettelson Declared, Permitted In- 
tercorporation Holdings. 


Springfield, Ill. June 20.—[Special.J—A 
harmless appearing bill permitting the incor- 
poration of codperative societies caused Sen- 
ator Ettelson tonight to denounce it as “a 
scheme to make Illinois foster a lot of fake 
corporations ’’ and to assert thatit “‘ granted 
powers never enjoyed before by corporations 
in this state.’’ The bill finally was beaten 
after an hour of debate. 

The measure, houge bill 271, was fathered 
by Senator Keller. His explanation that the 
till was to benefit a few minere who formed 
coUperative societies drew the attack from 
Senator Ettelson. It was one of the many 
bills advanced to third reading without com-~- 
mittee reference. 

“*It has been easy in certain western states 
to organize corporations with a million dol- 
lars’ worth of worthless stock,” declared the 
senator, ‘‘ but this bill permite the organiza- 
tion of companies under Illinois laws to do 
any kind of business and in any part of the 
country. 

“This bill would permit corporations to 
own stock in other corporations, something 
long sought. Such a concern would be free 
from garnishment and free to byy, sell, e 
change, or operate mines, manufactures, 
almost anything else.” Z 

Senator Waage also denounced the bill as 
being bad for Socialists or others favoring co- 
cperative effort. 


VETO OF BAKERY BILL ASKED. 


Health Commiresioner Young Asks 
Dunne to Refuse Signature on Ac- 
count of Depot Clause. 


Health Cbetisinasdes Young will ask Gov 
Dunne to veto senate bill 288, which he has 
attacked because of the basement bakery 
jeker. While an amendment has eliminated 
the joker, the bill authorizes the ‘mainte- 
nance of underground bakeries in railway 
stations. This provision was put in. he says, 
to satisfy Senator A. J. Olson, a milk dealer, 
who sells milk to the Northwestern depot 
bakery. Dr. Young also suspects the Penn- 
syivania is Planning to put an underground 
bakery in its Proposed new terminal. 


MONEY BILLS INLEGISLATURE 
REACH TOTAL OF $37,682,153. 


Increase of More than $8,000,000 
Over 47th General Assembly Appro- 
priations—New Jobs Created. 


Springfield, Ill., June 20.—[Special. }]—The 
grand total of all appropriations made by 
the Forty-eighth general assembly is $37,- 
682,153, compared with $29,000,000 made by 
the Forty-seventh general assembly. 

This figure includes the $4,500,000 to tHe 
University of Illinois in lieu of the two mill 
tax,. the appropriation of $800,000 from the 
automobile license fees for good roads, and 
the general omnibus bill, agreed upon in con- 
ference today, which in itself totals $12,- 
145,390. ) 

Bills were passed which created new posi- 
tions with salaries, which wiil be paid out 
of the general appropriation bill carrying 2,- 
600,000 for salaries of state officers. 

These are the state mining commission, 
legislative reference bureau, state colony for 
epileptics. workmens’ compensation commis- 
sion, legislative insurance commission, and 
the deportation agent in the state board of 
administration. 

The million dollar appropriation for the 
creation of a state epileptic colony is carried 
In the bill to the state board of adminis- 
tration. 

The bills are now up to the governor for 
his approval. He is at liberty to veto them 
item by item.

SENATE KILLS BLASTING BILL.

Springfield, Ill., June 20.—[Special. ]}—Sev- 
eral kinds of explosions took place in the 
senate this morning during consideration of 
house bill 588, known as the blasting bill, and 
introduced by Representative Costello.

BUDAPEST, June 20.—The congress of the 
International Woman Suffrage alliance 
closed tonight with a farewell banquet at 
which nearly 1,000 persons were present. 

Interest in the final session centered 
the speeches of Mrs. Despard and Mrs. Cob- 
den Sanderson, the English militant suffra- 
gets, whose party was excluded from the

Mrs. Despard argued that militancy was 
absolutely necessary Mrs. Sanderson con- 
tended that the Britigh representatives at 
the congress could not be called national! 
Gelegates while ‘“‘the noble, sélf-eacrificing 
héroines”’ of mili ieties were not fep- 
resented. 

Both women protested against their exclu- 
sion and complained of the lack of hospitality 
toward the fraternal delegates.

Mrs. Catt Makes Reply.

Majority Opposed to Militancy, 

It is unquestionable that a majority of the 
delegates to the congress were opposed to 
militancy, although they abstained from of- 
fering a resolution, but the congress de- 
nounced this méthod lest it might appear 
that the women suffragists were divided. 

The most useful work done by the congress 
referred fo measures to- prevent the white 
slave traffic to which Hungary furnishes 
numerous victims. The congress delegated 
Mrs. Catt to attend the next internationa] 
white slave congress. 


Mrs. Stanley McCormick Chosen, 

Among the new officers elected by the con- 
grees was Mrs. Stanley McCormick of Chi- 
cago. 

The next meeting place of the congress 
was not decided upon. Invitations for the 
congress of 1915 were received from San 
Francisco, New York, Arizona, and a condi- 
tional one from Germany. Paris sent an in- 
vitation to_hold the congress there in 1917. 

The cong is not likely to have much 
influence in Hungary, where male suffrage 
is restricted. The chief supporters of 
woman's suffrage are the most prosperous 
people. They are mainly Jews, with a sprin- 
kling of aristocrats. 

Nobody else except the Socialists have 
taken the movement seriously. The Social- 
ists are strongly opposed to it because they 
regard it as an attempt to give the vote to 
women of the middle and upper classes be- 
fore the workingmen are enfranchised.

Wilson Wins Big Contest. 

The important fact obtrudes from the Sim- 
mons bill, as the finance committee’s measure 
is known, that President Wilson has suc- 
ceeded in forcing that committee to grant 
him immediate free raw wool and free sugar 
at the end of three years. 

Indeed, so far as the latter product is con- 
cerned, it has been extended to include the 
wool of angora goats, protected under a joker 
inserted in the house bill for the benefit of the 
district represented by Representative Gar- 
ner, a member of the ways and means com- 
mittee of the lower chamber. 

The senate committee, besides retaining 
meats on the free list, has removed the duty 
from cattle, sheep, and all other domestic 
jive animals suitable for human food. This 
@ught to invite importation ffom Mexico. 


Provides Countervailing Duties. 

But while tearing down all barriers in the 
way of the admission of meats and the 
animals which provide them, the commit- 
tee has. imposed countervailing duties on 
wheat and wheat fleur and semalina and 
petatoes, which have the force of protec- 
tion. 

The house bill placed on the free list pota- 
toes, semalina, and wheat flour, providing in 
the case of the last named article that a 
duty of 10 per cent should be levied when 
imported from any country which imposes 
a duty on American wheat flour. The sin- 
mle country which imposes no such duty 
is England, so that in fact a duty of 10 per 
cent was contemplated on wheat flour by 
the house bill. 

The Simmons bill ostensibly transfers 
wheat as well as wheat flour an& semalina 
to the free list; but through the counter- 
vaiing clause imposes a duty of 146 cents 
a bushel on wheat, as against a flat rate in 
the house bill of the same amount, 45 cents 
a barrel of 186 pounds on wheat flour and 
10 per cent on sema@lina and other products 
of: wheat. A duty of 10 per cent also is im- 
posed ohn potatoes if imported from a coun- 
try levying a duty on American potatoes. 


More of Protective Bill. 

An anaiy#is of the bill shows that it is more 

- Of a protective measure than is that passed 
by the house, This contlusion is based in 
part on certain increases in duties, but more

Wilson Tells House Commit- 
tee It Is Duty of Democrats 
to Pass Law. 


‘LINKS IT WITH TARIFF. 


President Begins Conferences in 
Hope of Mollifying Critics 
of Bill. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., June 20.—[Special.]— 
President Wilson laid down the law tonight 
to the Democratic members of the house 
committee on banking and currency. He 
told them empbatically that it was the 
duty of the party in control of the govern- 
ment to pass a banking and currency reform 
bill simultaneously with similar action with 
respect to the tariff revision measure. 

The conference between the president and 
the members of the committee took place 
at the White House, and was arranged 
at the instance of Mr. Wilson by Chairman 
Glass of the committee. The conference was 
called primarily to placate those who have 
complained that the Glass-Owen bill was 
framed in secrecy and that they were not 
consulted or advised concerning its provi- 
sions in advance of publication. 

It is the hope of the administration that 
tonight’s conference and others that are to 
follow will bring the angry committeemen 
into a more amiable frame of mind. 


Hopes to Mollify Opponents. 

Immediately after the conference broke up 
President Wilson said he had enjoyed a 
pleasant evening-with his legislative col- 
leagues of the house, and was hopeful that 
a get together movement would result, as- 
suring the passage of a banking and cur- 
rency revision bill before the current ses- 
sion of congress come to an end. % 

The president said further that no dis- 
agreement was expressed by anybody pres- 
ent'as to the advisability of enacting such 
legislation without delay. 

In the conference room most of the talk- 
ing was done by the president. He ampli- 
fied a thought on the subject that he has 
repeatedly expressed publicly and privately. 
This was that as the government is about 
to embark on a new fiscal policy, under 
Democratic direction, it is of paramount im- 
portance that a banking and currency sys- 
tem should be created that would minimize 
as far as possible the disturbance to business 
that might naturally be expected to follow 
the installation of such a policy. 


Points to Business Conditions. 

Members who attended the conference said 
that the president pointed out there is at 
present an uneasy feeling in business circles, 
that money is tight, and that those conditions 
were reflected in market places. He thought 
that it was the duty of the Democrats, now 
in complete control of the government, to 
pass a new monetary law coincident with 
action on the tariff. 

Mr. Wilson also said that it appears to 
be possible under present conditions for dis- 
turbances in business to effectuate without 
anything being basically wrong in the chan- 
nels of trade or industry. He thought a 
system should be established that would 
automatically prevent a recurrence of-troy- 
bles that have beset the country 4 the past. 

Effect of Talk Unknown,» 

Just what effect the president's talk had 
on the committeemen present will/not be de- 
veloped for some time. It is known that the 
administration is apprehensive that the feel- 
ing that has been excited by the failure of 
those who prepared the pending bill to take 
Democratic members of the banking and cur- 
rency committee into Aheir confidence has 
left some sore spots that may not be easily 
healed.

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Dozing Bridgetender Responsible 
for Many River Whistles. 


SHORTAGE IN EMPLOYES? 


Chief Says River Draw Watchers Toil 
18 to 24 Hours a Day. 


Thousands of sleeping Chicagoans, includ- 
ing hundreds of invalids, are roused from 
slumber because a bridge tender finds it 
necessary to sleep at his post. 

That was the answer made yesterday by 
Patrick White, superintendent of city 
bridges, in response to charges that steam 
vessels on the river at night are compelled 
to sound repeated blasts in order to get the 
attention of bridge tenders. 

“Sometimes a man 
eighteen to twenty-four hours,” he told the 
noise subcommittee of the council committee 
on health. “ Of course he has to sieep some 
time.’’ 


Has Nineteen Relief Tenders. 

yHe said hé did not have enough men to 
handle the bridges ‘by regular watches at all 
times, but edmitted he hag nineteen reef 
tenders The efficiency division of the civil 
service commission will be asked to deter- 
mine whether there is any shortage of men 
on the pay roll, or whether the trouble lies 
in unwarranted absences of men drawing 
regular salaries 

The entire session was given to discus- 
sion of marine racket and means of alleviat- 
ing it. Railroad men contended their bridges 
are raised as promptly as possible in re- 
sponse to boat signals and offered.a coun- 
ter charge that much of the whistling done 
is unnecessary. Ira B. Manefield, United 
States inspector of steam vessels, took the 
other side of the question end said the ves- 
sel men will avoid unnecessary racket if 
possible. 

‘But sometimes the bridge tender Pays 
no attention when there is no reason whet- 
ever for keeping his bridge closed,”’ he said. 
‘Sometimes he is out rushing the can.” 


Plan to Limit Whistles. # 

It was proposed to limit the size of whistles 
used in river signaling, to equip all bridges 
so the.tenders can indicate by signal they 
"have heard the three blasts for the swing- 
ing of their bridges, and to enforce munici- 
pal regulations against unnecessary whis- 
tling. 

Fire Marshal Seyferlich reproved the pilots 
of two fireboats for using their big sirens

The application was filed with 
the city clerk yesterday and will be pre- 
sented to the council on Monday evening. 

After the differences between the mayor 
and the bureau recently had been publicly 
aired the executive decided to request the 
council finance committee to name a sub- 
committee to supervise the efficiency bureau 
of the civil service commission in making an 
investigation. 


Mayor’s Program Not Approved. 

Adoption of the Mayor’s program was an 
issue before the finance committee during 
the day. Victor Elting, trustee, and Harris 
Keeler, director of the bureau, appeared to 
present their opposition program. The re- 
sult was that action on the mayor’s program 
was deferred. 

The failure of the committee to epprive of 
the mayor's plan might be construed as a 
victory for the bureau, but one of Harrison's 
friends predicted a stubborn fight will be 
made in his behalf. 

Mr. Elting, in his talk before the com- 
mittee, didnot hurl any bricks at the mayor's 
Program. He evcn said the efficiency divi- 
sion of the civil service commission isa ‘‘ fine 
ipstitution,’’ but he added: 

“ We propose an inquiry by a disinterested 
bedy in the interest of the taxpayers. We 
are not affiliated with any political party 
and have no purpose except the obtaining 
of efficiency and economy. We have a force 
qualified to do the work and make construc- 
tive suggestions. We will not interfere with 
the work of any office in the slightest de- 
gree, nor with public business.’ 


Text of the Petition. 

Mr. Elting read to the aldermen the peti- 
tion which will be presented to the council. 
It recites in part: 

“ The trustees of the Chicago Bureau of 
Public Efficiency believe that a comprehen- 
sive study of the city revenues and expendi- 
tures by an independent agency would be 
of great benefit to the taxpayers and the 
citizens generally. The bureau petitions 
your honorable body [council] for author- 


ity to make, at its own expense, a compre- | 


hensive study of the revenues and expendi- 
tures of the various departments.”’ 

The petition in the-following sentence gives 
the impression that the bureau has been wel- 
come in other places: 

* It has been invited and given free access 
to conduct inquries into the expenditures of,

Mayor’s Attitude Made Plain. 
That the mayor does not desire the bureau 


to be prying into matters around the city hall : 


is made plain in his message to the council 
accompanying an order to carry into effect 
his program. In part the mayor said in that 
message: 

“It has been intimated by individuals not 
connected with the city government that an 
investigation of all the departments would 
lead to greater efficiency. This is undoubt- 
edly true, but it is my firm belief that such 
irvestigation should be made by the body 
which is constituted by law as the guardian 
of the city's interests.” 

Mr. Elting in his talk before the committee 
avoided the efficiency bureau's trouble with 
the mayor, but the aldermen soon cragged 
it to the foreground to hear what was the 
cause of the differences. 


Explains Differences with Mayor. 

‘The mayor,” explained Mr. Elting, ‘asked 
that we work in conjunction with the ef- 
ficiency bureau of the civil service commis+ 
sion. We could not come to an agreement 
on a plan of codéperation. 

“The city bureau desired that we work 
under its direction. Of course when -the 
work would be completed it would not be 
our results. You understand, some one had 
to be the bowes. We did not desire to boss 
the city bureau.” 

“So there will be no question about the 
lewality of any action which the committee 
might take, I suggest the public efficiency 
bureau present its petition to the council 
and have it referred to this committee, in 
accordance with the rules,” eaid Ald. Lipps, 

The bureau representatives explained they 
had intended to present their request on last 
Monday but no meeting of the council was 
held. They went immediately to the city 
clerk and filed the petition.

Serious labor trouble in the building trades 
in other parts of the country Is predicted asa 
result of the lockout involvng 20,000 men, 
deciared by the Bulding Construetion Em- 
Ployer® association of Chicago. At a meet- 
ing of the Building Trades council last night 
the union men said they had not been given 
fair treatment by the empioyers and their 


| cause would be taken up by the union men 


in other cities. 

Members of the employers’ association, who 
ordered the discharge of the men on Thurs- 
day, say the union men brought the trouble 
on themselves. Although it is asserted by 
the employers more than 45,000 workers will 
be thrown out of employment, the union lead- 
ers say not more than 4,000 actually have 
been discharged. The employers admit they 
have not been able to discharge all the men, 
because the pay rolis have not been made 
out. , 


moventcess Unions . Affected. 
Seventeen ns are afiected by the lock- 
out. The lockout will affect ten big loop 
bulldings and more than 700 smaller buildings 
in Chicago and more than $30,000,000 worth 
of property. 

Not since 1900 has such a sweeping action 
been taken by the employers. The present 
lockout will be the largest in the history of 
labor trovbles in Chicago. 

The trades council adopted a resolution 
eondemning the action of the employers 
The union men protest against the lockout 
on the new county hospital and say that 
action was taken to bring censure on the 
labor leaders. A conimittee was appointed to 
call on Mayor Harrison and the county hos- 
pital in an effort to force the employers to 
all off the lockout. 

The union men say they were prevented 
from calling several minor strikes on the 
county hospital for “‘ humanitarian reasons.” 


Wants Arbitration Now. 
* We are being placed in a bad light by the 


O'Donnell of the couficil said. ‘“ We have 
agreements with them that no lockouts or 
strikes shall be called until an adjustment is 
attempted by arbitration. They have vio- 
lated this agreement and have not given us 
a single opportunity to arbitrate 

“ This is the first opportunity we have had 
to pass on the trouble, but we already have

TAX MEN FIND $180,000 ESTATE 


Mrs. Clara Parker, Beneficiary, 
Says She Hadn’t Heard of It. 


INFORMATION; FROM EAST. 


Board of Review Urged Not to Change 
Assessors’ Penalties. 


The board of assessors thought yesterday 
they had discovered a fortune of $180,000 
for Mrs, Clara Parker of Bast Orange, N. J. 
In attempting to tax the estate of the late 
James ©. Parker, they learned it had been 
distributed, and Mrs. Parker was the chief 
beneficiary. 

“Just for meanness I wrote to the East 
Orange assessor,’ said Chief Clerk Charlies 
Krutchkoff. “I gave him Mrs. Parkers’ ad- 
dress so she could be taxed. He went to 
see her and she said she knew nothing of 
such an estate.” 

The flaw in the altruistic dream was re- 
vealed by the files of the Probate court, where 
it was shown Mrs. Parker not only knew, 
of. the estate, but was its executrix. Mr, 
Parker formerly lived at 448 East Forty- 
eighth street, 

“She could not have understood what the 
Bast Orange assessor was talking about,’’ 
said Frederic Uliman, attorney for the e6s- 
tate. 

Assessor Adam Wolf said the board of 
review, which will begin work on July 7, 
should not be permitted to reduce the assese- 
ment of those penalized. The assessors have 
no power to recommend any such action by 


the board.

REACH TOP OF MT. MPKINLEY 


Areh@eaeon Hudson Stuck and 
Party Cable Success. 


GOAL GAINED ON JUNE 7. 


Bad Weather Encountered, but Trip: 
Was Made Without Accidents. 


Seattle, Wash., June 20.—Archdeacon Hud- 
eon Stuck, the Episcopal missionary who set 
out from Fairbanks, Alaska, severall months 
ago to climb Mount McKinley, reached the 
summit of the highest peak of the great 
mountain June 7, according to a private 
cable dispatch received here today. 


Cable Tells of Success. 

The message, which was sent by Arch- 
deacon Stuck from Fairbanks, said: 

“Expedition successful, Accomplished 
first’ complete ascent cf Mount McKinley 
June 7. 

“BH. B. Karstens, R. G. Tatum, Walter 
Harper, and I reached the top of the south 
(the highest of all) peaks on @ clear day 
when it was possible to read all the angles 
of the mountains and other prominent points 
and make certain that the peak we had con- 
quered was the highest of all. 

“We successfully carried a mercuria) ba- 
rometer to the top and made complete read- 
ings and observations, which, wit!. simulta- 
neous readings at Gibben, should permit a 
close approximation of the true altitude 
when proper corrections are applied. Water 
bolled at 174.9 degrees, «he present estimate 
of the summit's height ils upwards of 20,500 
feat. 

Hoist American Flag. 

“'We were able read angles on all promi- 
nent points. With field glasses we cleariy 
saw the flag pole erected in 1910 by the 
Thomas Lloyd expedition on the north peak | 
(the lower of the two main peaks). 

‘After completing observations on the 
summit we hoisted the American flag on the 
upper basin, erected a six foot cross, and said 
‘Te Deum’ on the highest point of North 
America. 

“The northeast ridge is the only possible 
approach to the summit. Due to the violent 
earthquakes of last July, the higher ridges 
were terribly shattered, and this added large- 
ly to the danger, difiaulty, and labor of the 
ascent. 

‘We spent three weeks in continuous bad 
weather, hewing a passage three miles long 
through thie side. This was the chief cause 
of delay, as we made rapid progress at all 
other stages of the journey. 

“The chief credit for our success is due to 
Karstens’ good judgment, resourcefulness, 
and caution. We did not have a single mis- 
hap." 

Took Climb as Vacation, 

Archdeacon Stuck, who has been engaged 
iw missionary Work among the Aleska In- 
dians since 1904, had taken no vacation in 
five years, and planned the Mount McKinley 
expedition as an outing. 

He has had much experience as a mountain 
climber, having ascended nearly all the great 
peaks in the Canadian and Colorado Rockies,

Some exceptionally important books 

have just been or are about to be published, 

and it would seem as though the publishing 

business would be carried on through most of 

the summer, as it begins again in September 

and is well on its feet in October.

If you should ask the loyal Spaniard what | 
be thought of Francisco Ferrer, he. could 
raise his eyes to heaven and cross himself. 
For to him Ferrer was little short of the 
Evil One.. Now comes Joseph McCabe, a 
once Roman Catholic priest. who in his intno- 
duction to Ferrer’s book, “ THE ORIGIN 
AND IDEALS § OF THE MODERN 


SCHOOL” (Putnam), would make us think. . 


that Ferrer is little short of a gaint. Mc- 
Cabe is mo longer a priest and Ferrer’s hatred 
of the priesthood is balm to hissoul. In his 
introduction he cendemns Ferrer’s trial as 
soutrageous and “ the brand of Cain on the 


fair brow of Spain.” 

Among Ferrer’s papers was found the 
manuscript which forms the contents of this 
hook.’ To quote from the introduction: 

In this work Ferrer depicts himeelf more truly and@ 
vividly than any friend of hie has ever gone. For 
my part, I had never seen Ferrer, and never seen 
Spain; but I was acquainted with Spanish life and 
letters, and kwew that there bad been committed. 
in the tweasticth century one of these old world 
crimes by which the children of darktiess seek to 
arrest the advance of man. I imterpreted Ferrer 
from his work, his letters, a few journalistic art- 
icles he had written—he had never published a book 
—and the impressions of his friends and pupils. In 
this book the man portrays himself, and describes 
his aims with a candor that all will appreci- 
RG ig a \ 

Here is the full story of the modern schoo] told 
in transparently simple language. Here is the 
whole man, with all his ideals, aims, and resent- 
ments. 

Ferrer's school was thoroughly nationalistic, and 
this embittered the clergy—for his system was 
epreading rapidly through Spain—without the least 
infringing Spanish law. Further, Ferrer’s school 
explicitly taught children that militarism wae ¢ 
¢rime, that the unequal distribution of wealth was 
@ thing to.be abherred, that the capitalist system 
was bad for the workers, and thet political govern. 
ment is an evil. 

That sounds utopian enough, but is it 
quite practical? How are yow going te 
make an equal distribution of wealth and 
how are the workers going to get along with- 
put capital? 

_Ferrer devotes a chapter in this book to 

the lady, Mile, Meunier, to whom he at- 
tached himself and who when ehe died left 
him $150,000 to establish his ““ Modern 

School.” The “ School” was openedin Bar- 

celona on Sept. 8, 1901, with thirty pupils 

twelve girls and eighteen boys. I quote from 
the first number of the bulletin of the “ Mod- 

ern School ” : . 

~o- : 

The struggle will be severe, the work difficult, 
but with a-constant and unwavering will, the sole 
nrovidence of the moral world, we are confident 
that we shall win the victory to which we aspire. 
We shall develop living bratns, capable of react- 
ing on our instruction. We shall take care that 
the minds of our pupils will sustain, when they 
leave the control of their teachers, a stern hos- 
tility to prejudice; that they will be solid minds, 
capablé of forming their own rational convictions 
on every subject. 

This does not mean that we shall leave the child 
at the outset of its education, to form its own 
ideas. - The Socratic procedure is wrong if {it !s 
taken too literally. The constitution of the mind 
at the commencement of its development, dé- 
mands that at this stage the child shall be recep- 
tive. The teacher must implant the germs of 
ideas. These will, when age and strength invig- 
rate the brain, bring forth flowers 
and fruit in accordance with the degree of initia- 
tive and the characteristic features of the pupil's 
mind.

Brilliant Work. 


BY ELIA W. PEATTIE. ° 

“THE PATHOS OF DISTANCE,” is the 
provocative title of the latest series of essays 
by James Huneker. The phrase comes from 
Nietzsche, postulating after his fashion that 
“ Convictions are prisons . . . The experi- 
ence of seven solitudes,. .. . New ears for 
new music. . New eyes for the most re- 
mote things. . . . The pathosof distance.” 

Perhaps it would be impossible to complit- 
ment Mr. Huneker more highly than te say 
that now, in the plenitude of his powers, 
with his idiosyncrasies mellowed into admi- 
rable forms of courage and liberalism, he is 
able to live up to the large program indicated 
by those words of Nietzsche. In no previous 
book of his has Mr. Huneker covered so large 
a range of subjects; in no other hase he at- 
tained so excellent a balance between the 
things which were fine and new and the things 
which were new and foolish. He has been 
equally judicious in dealing with the things 
whioh are old and ready for the trash heap, 
and those which are old and Gt te keep on 
pedestals. 

With that easy air of coming from the 
workshop of ideas and of knowing precisely 
what has been done and how the journeyman 
did it, and of scenting the new demand and 
offering somehow to Gi) it he tales of litera- 
ture, music, andart. In the course of years 
hig avid and retentive mind has become 
enormously enriched. If in the old days he 
was given to brilliant surmises, he is not 
splendidly equipped with knowledge. In the 
matter of taste he has, of course, a penchant 
for the exotic. Inabhoring the commonplace, 
he has sometimes been betrayed into an admi- 
ration for the merely bizarre, yet the manner 
in which he approaches the much vexed 
question of the work of Matisse, Picasso, Van 
Gogh, Gauguin, and their boisterous tribe, 
shows that he requires much more than mere 
erratics to bring him satisfaction. He may 
have a throat for high flavors, but he draws 
the line at the devil's seasoning. 

He talks about Bergeson as well as Matisse; 
fe mever can keep still about Wagner; he 
hauls over his French Mbrary of modern 
immortals, and he gives a touch to George 
Moore, to Arthur Davies, and to many an- 
other valiant worker in peint, music, and let- 
ters. The book is stimulating, of course; bril- 
liant even with an unexpected brilliancy, and 
judicious too, generally speaking. To be 
judicious has not been Hukener’s specialty, 
but there was a time im which he was not an 
exhilarating companion.

John W. Luce publishes a volume of 
August Strindberg’s plays, incorporating 
* COMRADES,” “FACING DEATH,” 
**PARIAH,” and “BASTER.” “Com 
rades”’ is a reactionary play, a protest 
against the “‘ comrade wife,” which is the 
American ideal, but which Strindberg in- 
terprets as an impious absurdity, using, of 
course, his idea of the inherent defects of 
the feminine character to bring the thing 
to ruin. The two lovers, who have tried 
the experiment of codperation in life, work, 
and love, find themselves lost in a morass 
of detestations and revulsions, while the 
overlord who assumes the attitude of ac- 
customed masculine domination is happy and 
at peace. This complacent one says: 

‘‘ Immediately I took my position as head 
of the family, to which place I found myself 
called both because of my superior mind and 


by natural abilities.” 


“And how did your wifé like that?’ asks“ 


Axel, the “ comrade’ manque. 

“Do you know, I forgot to ask her. But 
to judge by appearance, I should say that 
she found things as they should be. They 
only need real men—and human beings can 
be made even out of women.” 

This reversion to the acidity of Nietzsche, 
invariably characteristic_of Strindberg, is, of 
course, at the antipodes from t..e broad hu- 
manity and the democratic passion of Gals- 
worthy and his followers. They represent 
enthusiasm, though they may sometimes do 
so negatively. They have, like the writers 
of the past, found a religion for themselves, 
It is humanity in general, women, the non- 
liberated, in particular. Strindberg remains 
the critic of life, the admirer of sinister 
power. 

This is especially exemplified in “ Pariah,’’ 
a one act play of marvelous compactness, in 
which two evil men fight a duel with swords. 
“ Facing Deati’’ reminds one of the dark 
strength of that thunderous romanticist, Vic« 
tor Hugo. This also is a one act play. 
“ Easter” is a feeble product, monctonous, 
absurd, and lacking in the verities.

“ESTHER WATERS,” one of the first, if 
not the first novel to be writen with a serv- 
ing maid for a heroine and a seduction in 
low life for the chief events, has now been 
put into dramatic form by the author of the 
novel, George Moore.

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John Bigelow’'s 
Recollections. 


BY HERBERT CAXTON. 

N these days of telegraph, cable, tele- ‘ 
phone, dictated typewritten letters, and 
other modern forms of correspondence 
and communication, one wonders if pub- 
lic men are still indulging in the volumin- 

cus letters and diaries of other days. One 
of the last to do so was John Bigelow, who 
died the other day, full of years and honors, 
but an active and public spirited man to the 
last. 

It is several years since the first three 
volumes of his “RETHROSPECTIONS OF 
AN ACTIVE LIFE” appeared. This was 
remarkable for a man of 90 ‘years. The 
correspondence and diaries covered many 
years of active public life and disclosed a 
wealth of gossip, anecdote, and historical 
facts hitherto only the possession of the 
writers. We now have two more volumes, 
bringing matters down to 1880. That which 
covers the remaining thirty-two years will 
be reserved, so his son says, for future pub- 
lication. 

Volumes IV. and V., therefore, concern 
themselves with the years between 1866 and 
1880. The correspondence is chiefly between 
Bigelow and Huntington, the Paris corre- 
spondent of the New York Tribune; Beck- 
with, commissioner to the exposition; John 
Forster, Seward, Prévost-Paradol, Labou- 
lays, Dr. Holmes, John Hay,, Sumner, Har- 
greaves, “Bull Run” Russell, Whitelaw 
Reid, Senaters Morgan and Anthony, Tilden, 
Cari Abel, and sonmie lesser lights. 

These letters and diary extracts made the 
easiest and most interesting reading, whether 
they disclose state secrets or are only light 
gossip. They cover the widest range of sub- 
ject, from politics and philosophy, art and 
letters, to the exchange of playful .whimsi- 
calities. Mr. Bigelow, whether at home or 
abroad, always found himself in choice so- 
clety, and the comments in his diary upon 
the great men of his time are illuminating. 

His interest in politics naturally leads him , 
to denunciation,of those whose principles he 
opposed, and Grant particularly he did not 
like. But he was not alone in this. How- 
ever, he !s discriminating both in praise and

A new edition of the works of Charles 
Lamb, edited by E. V. Lucas, is offered by 
the Macmillan company, presenting. in five 
volumes what was contained in the edition of 
seven largg volumes published between 1908 
and 1905. é 

Mr. Lacas.has revised, amended, and ar- 
ranged the text to give it a “ more com- 
panionable shape,’ has included some new 
matter, and removed some doubtful matter, 
all with the care and precision of authority. 

The prose he has arranged chronologically 
from 1798 to 1884. The correspondence of 
Charles and Mary Lamb contains 616 letters, 
forty-five by Mary Lamb alone. Mr. Lucas 
regrets that he was unable to induce the 
Boston Bibliophile society to grant him per- 
mission to copy letters which are contained 
only in the Boston Bibliophile edition. It hase 
762 of the letters, but aside from it, the new 
edition is the most complete presentation of 
the correspondence, Canon Ainger’s last edi- 
tion containing 467 letters and Everyman's 
572. 

Such letters as are in the possession of the 
Boston publishers are given reference by Mr. 
Lucas, which indicates their purpose. The 
five volumes present in convenient and. satis- 
factory form the works which etill hold pub- 
Hc affection. A‘ generation which produces 
few essays continues to delight in them, not 
ecatatically as in its popular fiction but with 
sufficient placid appreciatiton to warrant 
publishers in new ventures with them.

A month later the banker failed. It d2 
veloped that the }150 had never reached 
Gospic. Perhaps it went to help pay for 
the automobile.

More than 6,000 men like Jellachich 
come to make their homes in Chicago every 
month in the year—6U,U0U0U0 of a dézen dif- 
ferent nationalities every twelvemonth.

Democratic Majority Refuses to Name 
Successor. to Deininger, Ousted 
When He Refused to Aid Scheme. 


The sanitary drainage district, the funds 
of which amount to more than $8,000,000 a 
year, is running without a controller a@&md 
80 far the Democratic majority has taken 
no steps to obtain a successor to Daniel M. 
Deininger. Mr. Deininger left the district's 
employ on June 1, after the majority asked 
for his resignation. 

Mr. Deininger, who was promoted from 
controller of the electrical development de- 
partment to the controller of the entire dis- 
trict, had refused to sign blind vouchers 
payable to John McGillen, clerk, At a meet- 
ing of the board on Thureday more than 
$20,000 was ordered paid to McGillen by the 
Democratic majority. The vouchers did not 
specify what the money was for, except 
that it was to pay employés. 

The names of the employés are known only 
to Mr. McGillen and perhaps one or two of 
the Democratic majority. For several months 
Trustees Wallace Clark and George Paul- 
lin have voted against the. payroll because 
the names of employés were not set out in 
the order. 

“I am informed,” said Trustee Clark yea- 
terday, “ several] persons on the payroll are 
mere ficureheads and do most of their work 
for certain political leaders."’

Cleveland, O., June 20.—[Specia!.]—Chi- 
cago’s White Sox exactly squared their rec- 
ord since leaving home by stopping off here 
today and trimming the Naps in a desper- 
ately, brilliantly fought combat, by a scoreof 
8 to 0. 

Eddie Cicotte wielded the whitewash brush 
all the way, holding the slugging Cleveland- 
ere down, to five singles, but he had to have 
some grand old support to make It a shutout. 
Only a miraculous catch by Chick Mattick 
and a “‘bone”’ play by Olson in the ninth 
kept the Naps from scoring. 

The combination of brilliancy and ivory 
choked off a ninth inning rally which Cleve- 
land was making in a desperate attempt to 
break up the game, and which looked s0 
threatening thah Manager Callahan had a 
whole flock of pitchers warming up to rescue 
Cieotte, if necessary, but Mattick, Schaik, 
and Olson provided all the help Eddie needed. 


One Attack Proves Enough. 

The White Sox won by concentrating their 
attack in a single round, the third, when four 
screaming hits, one of them a double, drove 
home three runs and almost sent Kahler to 
the lockerroom. That winning assault, and 
one which fell down in the eighth, were the 
only times the Callahans got to Kahler em- 
phatically. They hit him hard most of the 
time, but the Naps gave him perfect and at 
times spectacular support. 

Once only previous to the ninth did the 
Naps cause Cicotte any trouble. In the fourth 
they bunched three singles on Eddie, but Joe 
Jackson was on the, head end of that rally 
and everybody knows how Jackson chokes up 
the runway.

Five suburban schools and University High were 
granted an absolute divorce from the Cook County 
High Schoo! association at a meeting in the board 
of education rooms yesterday. This action was the 
result of mutual and harmonious agreement en- 
tered. into between the parties of the first part 
and the party of the second part. 

In addition to the divorce, President Steffens, 
as judge, granted the six schools alimony amonnt- 
ing to $150, which will be divided pro rata. This 
is their share of the $425 now in the treasury. 
The remainder of the fund will go as a nucleus in 
starting the yeas’ for the Chicago Public High 
School Athletic league, the new organization which 
Was founded last Monday night at the City club. 

Presicent Steffens of the Chicago league praised 
the suburban schools on their conduct while mem- 
bers of the county, organization, but said a 
Split was necessary owing to the cumbersome ter- 
ritory. Several other reasons were presented by 

the new leader for dissolving the league, among 
them being the difference of scholastic conditions. 

Faculty Representative L. G. Warne of La 
Grange replied that no bitter feeling had been 
engendered by ‘the recent action, and hoped that 
the harmony and friendship now existing between 
the Chicago and suburban schools would continue. 
As far as athletic contests are concerned, the 
suburban schools would be willing to meet their 
Chicago rivals at any time, he concluded. As- 
surances were given him that dates would be left 
open in all schedules to accommodate the sub.

Since the announcement last Monday that bas- 
ketball has been dropped along with other gym- 
nasium games as an indoor sport, President Stef- 
fens has received a number of communications 
from alumni, protesting bitterly.

PRESSURE SEVERE. 


Rise in Prices Makes Issues Less 
Attractive; Supporting

New York, June 20.—By slow and easy 
stages the stock market again drifted down- 
w today. The force of the recent upturn 
geemel entirely to have spent itself, and al- 
though the volume of business was light and 
there was no appearance of severe pressure 
at any time, the small offerings were suf- 
ficient. to make further inroads on the gains 
which followed last week’s severe break. 

The declining tendency of the market bore 
no relation to the developments of the day, 
which was. barren of news of real weight 
in the determination of speculative in- 
fluences. : 

The rise in prices has made stocks less at- 
tractive to prospective investors, especially 
in. view of the unusually large returns now 
being offered ob new bonds and short term 
notes. 


Large Interests Curb Orders, 

At the same time the market is no longer 
receiving the benefit of supporting orders 
from large financial interests, such as it was 
deemed necessary to extend during the 
troubled days of the last week. The market's 
absorptive power in consequence is lessened. 

Canadian Pacific, Lehigh Valley, Smelting, 
and Interborough preferred were the weak 
spots in the list. The copper stocks were 
sold on reports of further declines in the 
metal markets here and abroad. Although 
the market occasionally rallied gains were 
not held and the close was not far from the 
lowest, declines ranging from fractions to 2 
points. 

Further London selling here tended to depress 
the market in the fore part of the day. Sales for 
London account were about 20,000 shares.

OPPOSES BUREAU OF MEDIATION 


Secretary of Labor Calls Act Proposed 
to Congrees by Railroads and Em- 
‘': ployes Unnecessary. 


Washington, D. C., June 20.—Vigorous op- 
position from the new department of labor 
to the proposed arbitration and mediation 
act prepared by the railroads and railroad 
brotherhoods for enactment by congress was 
voiced today when the measure was present- 
ed to a joint session the houes and senate 
interstate commerce committees. 

Secretary Wilson criticised the new meas- 
ure as going beyond the necessities of the 
hour. He suggested that the only emer- 
gency legislation needed was an increase of 
the size of the board of mediators under the 
Erdman act. 

This, he said, could be effected by an 
amendment to the act rather than by sub- 
stituting a new one. He was not in favor of 
creating a bureau of mediation.

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RAILROADS IN MINNESOTA 
TO SCHEDULE REVISED RATES. 


Agree with State Warehouse Commis- 
sion to Put Supreme Court Decision 
Into Effect at Once. 


St. Paul, Minn., June 20,—At a conference 
with members of the state railroad and ware- 
house commission held behind locked doors 
today, representatives of railways affected 
by the decision of the United States Su- 
preme court in the Minnesota case agreed 
to put into effect as soon as possible the 
state rates declared valid by the Supreme 
court.
